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TOWN OF FREEDOM RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the Town Moderator determines the procedures 
to be used in Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without 
regard to parliamentary or other procedural rules. The voters can overturn 
the Moderator’s rules at any time, however. A motion to overturn the 
Moderator’s rules, or establish new rules, will always take precedence to 
other business which is already “on the floor’. 

So that you will know the groundrules by which we are maintaining 
order, these procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 

¢ The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that article 
is considered. 

e There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under the 
article. (Usually the first motion is to approve the article as it appears on 
the warrant). 

¢ All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 

¢ Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved and 
seconded. 

e All discussion must take place only when called upon by the Modera- 
tor. You must have permission from the Moderator before you can speak. 

¢ When the Moderator recognizes you, stand up, speak out loudly and 
announce your name before proceeding with your comments. 

¢ If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by making 
an amendment. We will consider only one move to amend at any given 
time. When discussion regarding an amendment comes to a conclusion, 
the amendment will be voted upon. If the amendment passes we will then 
continue considering the original motion as it has now been amended. If 
the amendment fails, we will return to considering the motion in its form 
prior to the motion to amend. 

¢ A secret written ballot will be used on any article when requested by 
any 5 voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 

¢ A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when requested in 
writing or orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). This action must be re- 
quested before we have already moved onto the next item of business. 

One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get 
action from the Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It’s okay to get 
up and ask a question or make a comment (as long as it’s relevant to what’s 
on the table), but if you want the Town Meeting to discuss and vote on your 
idea, you have to get it on the table with a motion. Let’s work together to 
have a successful and efficient meeting.

If the Town 
has not given the Selectmen the authority to apply for the unanticipated 
money, the Selectmen have the choice of calling a special Town Meeting to 
obtain the authorization or allowing the opportunity for the money to pass.

Comment: If the Town does not vote this authority to the Board of 
Selectmen, then any gift, legacy or devise to the Town must be brought to 
a Town Meeting for acceptance.

Permit, Children and Rekindles of fires where the fire was not properly 
extinguished. 


Violations of RSA 224:27 II, the fire permit law, and the other burning 
laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines 
of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire 
suppression costs. 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Fire 
Officials, contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a 
permit is requited. This also helps to prevent unnecessary response to a 
controlled burn.

In 1989 at the town meeting $10,000.00 was approved for the position 
of code officer. This was based on a 16 hour week, 52 week period. Future 
disbursements were to be covered by building permit fees. On June 12, 
1989, Paul Dorian was appointed to fill this position.

The code officer’s payments are a combination of salary and expenses 
such as code seminar fees, association memberships, and code book refer- 
ences. 


With the exception of scheduled hours on Monday evenings, time ac- 
tually spent performing the duties varies from week to week. Work load is 
dependent on building permits issued. Zoning permit issues that may arise 
have no fees associated with them. Some of these issued never reach the 
building permit level. This past year 155 building permits were issued. 
Fifteen (15) of these were for new homes. This will add $1,250,000 to the 
tax base value to the town. 


If the building trends continue to move ahead, and there is good reason 
to believe they will, the office will demand even more of my time then it 


has in the past. 


In addition to my duties, I continue to keep myself in pace with code 
changes and am working for full Boca certification by the summer of 1996.

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OSSIPEE LAKE DAM AUTHORITY REPORT 


Well another year has come and gone and remarkably for the fourth 
year in a row since the dam authority was formed we have had no serious 
floods or major damage from flooding. Especially with the amount of snow 
and spring rain of last year. We have had much more control with the addi- 
tion of the flow gauge located on the Bear camp River, in Tamworth. This 
has given us the ability to constantly monitor the flow into Ossipee Lake. 
We cannot say we will never have another flood, we can say we do have 
more control. 


This fall we had a major draw down of Ossipee Lake and its bays. This 
proved very interesting and we learned a great deal about the lake and its 
tributaries. We did experience a few problems as a handful of people lost 
their drinking water for a short time and had to extend the depth of their 
wells. On the plus side a great deal of people were able to secure wetlands 
permits and perform some work clean up and repair work they have wanted 
to do for several years. 


In the upcoming year the Dam Authority in co-operation with the State 
of New Hampshire have plans ready to refurbishing the gate house and 
replacing the five ailing manual gates that were installed in 1919 that are 
extremely unreliable, and will replace them with new gates and automated 
lifters. We will also be purchasing new stop logs for the spillway. The new 
equipment will allow us better control and maintenance of one of our larg- 
est economic resources in the area. Thank you for your continued support.
